DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 01/13/2005 under 37 CFR§ 1.111 has been entered. Claims 1-18 
are pending in the application, claims 1,9, 11, and 13 being amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ralston (US 
2804259). 

Ralston discloses a dolly and compressor assembly comprising: 
(re: claim 1) a frame (Fig 1, item 10) having a handle structure (Fig 1, item 23) and a support 
portion (22); 

at least one wheel ( 1 8) attached to the frame; 

a platform (12) supported by the support portion and having a retention formation 
Fig 1, items (combination 46, 48 and ; 50 at the rear and, on the front the combination 52, 54, and 
74); and, 

a compressor (26) having an air tank (Fig 2, item 36) and a receptor structure 
(items 60 and 72) disposed on a bottom portion of the air tank, the receptor structure configured 
for engaging the retention formation (as seen in Fig 1); and further, 
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(re: claim 2) wherein the retention formation further comprises at least one lug (74; refer Fig 3 
and col 3, lines 40-41); and, 

(re: claim 3) wherein the platform has an upper surface (taken as the tops of 14 and 16) and the at 
- least one lug (74) extends from the upper surface (top of 16) ; and, 

(re: claim 4) the receptor structure further comprises at least one leg (72); and, 
(re: claim 5) wherein the at least one leg further includes a hole being slightly larger than the 
retention formation (since the buckle-like means on 74 engages the hole of the leg 72; refer col 3, 
lines 36-41 and Fig 3); and, 

(re: claim 6) further including at least one isolator (Fig 4, item 80; refer col 3, line 47); and, 

(re: claim 7) wherein the isolator (80, being part of 34) is disposed between the receptor structure 

(60 and 72) and the platform (12). 

4. Claims 9, and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ralston 
(US 2804259). 

Ralston discloses a dolly for use with a compressor (Fig 1 , item 26) including an air tank 
(Fig 2, item 36), the tank having a bottom portion and a receptor structure (items 60 and 72) 
disposed on the bottom portion, and comprising: 
(re: claim 9) 

a frame (Fig 1, item 10) having a handle structure (Fig 1, item 23) and a support portion 
(22); and, 

at least one wheel (18) attached to the frame; and, 

a platform (12) supported by the support portion and having a retention formation (Fig 1 , 
items 52, 54 and 74 on the front and items 46, 48, and 50 on the rear) associated with the 
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platform, the retention formation having at least one lug (74) configured for detachably engaging 
the receptor structure (72) disposed at the bottom portion of the air tank (refer Fig 3 and col 3, 
lines 36-41), and, 

(re: claim 1 1) wherein the support portion (22) and the handle structure (23) are generally 
perpendicular to each other; and, 

(re: claim 12) wherein the at least one lug (74) is disposed on the upper surface (taken as the tops 
of 14 and 16) of the platform for matingly engaging at least one hole (the hook-like feature of 
72) disposed on the receptor structure (72). 

5. Claims 13, 15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ralston (US 2804259). 

Ralston discloses a compressor (Fig 1, item 26). for use with a dolly (10) having a frame, 
at least one wheel (18) attached to the frame, a platform (12) supported by the frame and a 
retention formation (combination of items 52, 54, and 74 arranged at the front, and combination 
of items 46, 48, and 50 arranged at the rear) associated with the platform and comprising: (re: 
claim 13) 

an air tank (Fig 2, item 36) having a bottom portion; and, 

a receptor structure (item 72 at the front, and item 60 at the rear) disposed on the bottom 
portion and configured for engaging the retention formation (as seen in Figs 1 and 3); and, 
(re: claim 15) wherein the receptor structure further comprises at least one leg (taken as 60 at the 
rear; or, alternatively as 72 at the front); and, 
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(re: claim 16) wherein the at least one leg further comprises a hole being slightly larger than the 

retention formation (taken as the hook-like hole of 72 engaged by the buckle-like feature of 72 as

shown in Figs 1 and 3 and refer col 3, lines 40-41). I
